Coolidge Hopes Conference

The Senate passed the tax bill, 
carrying reductions of $456,000,- 
000, at 11 o’clock last night. The 
vote was 58 to 9. 

The nine senators who stood to 
the end against the bill were 
Frazier, La Follette, McMaster, Nor- 
beck, Norris, Nye, Reed of Mis- 
sour!, Wheeler and Shipstead. Four 
senators—Blease, Brookhart, How- 
ell and Johnson—were paired 
against the bill, bringing the aggre- 
gate strength of the opposition up 
to thirteen. 

Senator Couzens, who led the 
fight against the bill in nearly all 
of its major provisions, voted for it 
when the final test came. Senator 
Walsh, of Montana, left the cham- 
ber before the vote. 


Democrats in Quarrel. 


The last stand. of the opposition 
was made in connection with Sena- 
tor Norris’ amendment to raise the 
surtax to 25 per cent on incomes 
over $1,000,000. This wds beaten 
after one of the bitterest quarrels 
on the Democraitic side seen in 
recent years, with Senator Reed, of 
Missouri. mercilessly taunting the

Coolidge Expects Restorations. 

President Coolidge let it be 
known at the White House yester- 
day afternoon that he expects the 
conference between the Senate and 
the House to restore some of the 
$104,000,000 loss of revenue in- 
volved in the bill as it passed the 
Senate. The President, it was add- 
ed, wants to make as great a reduc- 
tion as the government can make, 
but he does not want to jeopardize 
the balancing of the budget. It was 
further pointed out at the White 
House that there are pending a 
good many suggestions to increase 
government expenditures which de- 
pend upon the final amount of loss 
of revenue involved in the tax bill. 

It was hoped at the White House 
and at the Treasury Department 
that the reductions might be 
changed when the bill went into 
the Senate from committee of the 
whole. But this proved a forlorn 
hope. 

The bill went unexpectedly into 
the Senate from committee of the 
whole at 8:10 p. m.

Arbitration, the principle which 
three times wrecked the peace ne- 
gotiations, is provided for in the 
agreement if a dispute arises over 
wage adjustments, but it is only 
optional and is claimed by the 
union leaders to be a great victory 
for them. The word ‘shall’ that 
has appeared in all the peace plans 
heretofore submitted by the opera- 
tors in their arbitration offers today 
was changed to ‘‘may.’’ 

The miners also claim victory on 
the check-off demand, for which 
they have been fighting for 25 
years, first under the leadership of 
John Mitchell and then under suc- 
cessive presidents of the United 
Mine Workers. 

The word ‘‘checkoff” does not ap- 
pear in the agreement, but it is cor- 
ered in the agreement in the phrase 
“shall work out a reciprocal pro- 
gram of cooperation and efficiency.”

injured when the machine in which they were 
riding swerves on the Calvert street bridge, 
crashing against the so-called guard railing, 
and, crushing it like pack-thread, drops 70 feet 
to a valley of death. 

Washington has some very pretty bridges. 
They are models of architecture, and doubt- 
less in an engineering way they fulfill every 
requirement except the most important one— 
safety. The death of Mrs. Standish on Thurs- 
day could have been avoided if the authorities 
had heeded the terrible lesson given them a 
little more than six months ago. There is some 
excuse perhaps for grade-crossing accidents, 
but there is none for failure to profit by ex- 
ample, as in the case of the Calvert bridge trag- 
edy..

AMERICA’S TOY INDUSTRY. 

Before the war America’s toys came from | 
Germany largely, with some from Japan. Dur- 
ing the war the supply from Germany was 
cut off; protection to the American industry 
was complete so far as Germany was con- 
cerned. Immediately after the war, when Ger- 
many got on ner feet again, imports of German 
toys began to increase, 

In 1922 importers of foreign toys of all sorts 
were compelled to pay a higher duty at ‘the 
custom ‘houses, with the result that the Ameri- 
can toy industry, which was started during 
the war, began to pick up considerably. The 
last four yvears indicate that the American toy 
industry has a real future. 

Imports of foreign toys in 1925 were valued 
at $4,057,000. which was a decrease of about 
23 per cent below the imports of 1924, and a 
decrease of 51 per cent below the imports of 
1923. 

The American toy industry now has many 
millions of dollars invested, employing thou- 
sands of men and women. In 1924 there were 
about 500 American toy manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the United States, producing toys 
valued at more than $60,000,000, and paying 
wages amounting to more than $15,000,000 an- 
nually. 

The significant fact is that American toys 
are better than foreign toys; and, considering 
quality, durabliity and utility, cost less than 
foreign toys.

THE METRIC STANDARD. 

Twenty-five years ago a serious effort was 
made in Congress to establish the metric sys- 
tem as the governmental standard. Dr. Strat- 
ton, then chief of the bureau of standards, was 
the proponent of the proposition, and the com- 
mittee on coinage, weights and measures was 
favorably impressed with the arguments in its 
support, and so reported to the House. But 
there was vigorous opposition on the part of 
the manufacturers, who feared that the estab- 
lishment of the metric system in governmental 
measurements would inevitably be followed by 
a demand for its application to all business.

Nearly all countries have adopted the metric 
basis in all their merchandising transactions. 
The United States, Great Britain and her col- 
onfes are the principal exceptions. The time 
must.arrive when. the necessity. for universal 
adoption of the decimal system of measurement 
will force itself upon the nations still holding 
out. If the United States takes the lead, 
Great Britain will surely follow, and vice versa. 
The House committee on coinage, weights and 
measures is holding hearings on the Britten 
bill, which has this object in view. England 
made a stagger at the substitution of the dect- 
mal system in her coinage years ago when she 
undertook to substitute ‘‘pounds, florins, cents 
and mills” for “guineas, crowns, shillings, 
groats, pence and farthings.’’ She got as far 
as pounds and florins—a florin is one-tenth of 
@ pound sterling—but there she stopped. 
“Tuppence” is the tenth of a florin, but the 
“tuppence bit’’ was never popular with ’Arry 
"Awkins, and he would never listen to the pro- 
posal to substitute the mill for the ‘apenny— 
and there you are. But if Uncle Sam should 
adopt the decimal system for his weights and 
measures it is certain that John Bull would 
follow in his wake. Civilization may yet reach

One of the happy memories I 
have of the day is about a valentine 
I made while in the second grade. 
I painted a picture of a violet while 
in school, and printed upon it the 
verse I have quoted. Instead of 
giving this to some one of my own 
age I gave it to my grandmother.
